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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

It is respectfully submitted that the outstanding rejection has not been obviated for at least the 
following reason. From a review of the original disclosure, a manual movement of the movable blade 5 
in the direction of arrow 32 is clearly described. Further reference is made to the figures including 
Figure 1 wherein it is described that adjustment of the hair cutting length adjuster 9 causes the blade 5 
to move in the direction of arrow 32. However, it is respectfully maintained that sufficient support for 
such movement is not disclosed or otherwise supported. Rather, in viewing Figure 1 , adjustment of the 
hair cutting length adjuster 9 causes movement of the shearing blades 2, 3, not blade 5, in the direction 
of arrow 32. The Examiner's position is that there appears to be sufficient support for this action and that 
the disclosure should be clarified/corrected to accurately describe such action. Again, in referring to 
Figure 1 , when it is described that an adjustment of feature 9 causes movement of blade 5 in the 
direction of arrow 32, a movement is clearly implied that is just not possible based on the entire 
disclosure. In other words, when viewing the structure of Figure 1 , while fixing the position of 9 in the 
direction of arrow 32 and only adjusting 9 by moving 33, it is not clear how blade 5 can move in the 
direction of arrow 32. Rather, it appears that only blades 2, 3 will move. Thus, it is respectfully submitted 
that clarification/correction is necessary. 
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
